ONLY DESULTORY 


FIRING DURING THE

only desultory firing here during the 
night. 
Occasional shots were fired 


from the roofs of houses in the out- 
skirts of the city but the shots av-

early last evening and the only illum- 
ination during the night came from 
the interiors of the houses.

Much of the firms by the American 
marines and bluejjackets was at long 
range, and no attempt was made dur- 
ing the night to approach the center 
of the city, in which some determined 
Mexicans still occupy positions. 


At dawn some bodies could be seen 


lying about the streets beyond

American lines.

exercised command over the

cans and to- suggest that he call off 
his men in the interest of -humanity 
were unsuccessful.

riflemen hidden behind the copings of

imperative 
to prevent 


sacrificing the lives of more Ameri- 
cans. 


Serious fighting en the part of the 


Mexicans, early today, appeared 
to 


be cdhcluded. During the night there 
was an occasional shot from roofs, 
sometimes even within the American 
hues and it was unsafe to 
traverse 


the streets. 


The Americans have not yet occu- 


pied the central part of the city and 
more fighting may be necessary be- 
fore the town is in their undisputed 
possession.
